The bill was introduced into the 
House of Representutives by State 
Representative J. Lee Morford 
whose district included Crawiord 
County. Ou April 24, 1913, the 
State Senate passed an amended 
bill known as the Hanson Miltary 
Camp Bill by a 27 to S vote. It

On May 20, 1918, the first Mich- 
igan National Guard troops as a 
unl set foot onto the Jand which 
is now Camp Grayling. There had 
been inspection units at the site 
previously but this was the first 
time that commanded troups bi- 
vouaced at the site and served 
as a unit. The troops were from 
Calumet in the Upper Peninsula 
under the command of Captain 
Jesse D. Meads. They were mem- 
vers of an engineer balialion and 
were kept busy for several weeks 
surveying, charting and mapping 
athe original gift of 12.920 acres. 
The first summer encampment 
for the entire force of the Mich- 
igan National Guard was not held 
at the campsite until the summer
